Sage, no doubt the oldest pioneer of Ha- 
cine county, passed .away. Although it 
was known that Mr. Sage had been ill 
for two or three weeks past and that his 
age was against him, his death was not 
expected by the public and its announce- 
ment was sorrowfully received through- 
out the city and southern part of the 
state, for he was a thoroughly good, hon- 
est and upright man and had been in our 
midst for nearly seventy years. 


Stephen H. Sags was born in Sandis 


field, Berkshire county, Mass., August 1 
ISIS, and was a soil of Joel and Bethin, 
(Hurlbut) 
Sage. 
Mr. Sage attended 


school in his native state until the year 
1833 when he spent several months as a 
student in Bennington seminary, Bonn- 
ington, Vt, 


It was on the 7th day of February, 


1S3C, that he came to Racine, joining his 
father who had preceded him in the 
spring of 1S35. From that time unti 
the Following September .he kept cabin 
with his father virtually in the wilder 
ness. 


He was only 18 years old when he 


reached that log cabin in the woods on 
the 
bank of Root river. For 
seve.ra 


succeeding years he aided his father in 
clearing the claim and making a homr 
for the family. He shared the hardship 
of all pioneers and at that period then 
were Indians and wild animals in abund

FATHER SETTLES HERE. 


It will ho interesting to know that the 


Sage family was founded in America in 
early colonial times by David Sage. The 
father of the deceased canic west in 1S35 
and at Chicago he met Gilbert Knapp, 
tho founder of Racine, and who had only 
returned from Racine on horseback a 
short time previous. Captain Knapp 
urged Mr. Sage to come to Kucinc and he 
did so and arriving on horse back he 
made a claim where the Fratt farm now 
stands. The following day he made his 
way to the mouth of the river. He 
bought the claim of two lots, lying on 
the west side of the river, containing 170 
acres, where he erected a cabin and it 
was this land that his son, Stephen, now 
dead, helped to clear. The claim was 
contested. But he won out in the 
courtH. This part of the city became 
known as Sagetown and bears that name 
today.

COST OF WRECK AT MENTOR 


Over .1 Halt Million Lout by Innnrnno 


Companion duel Rttllroad. 


What docs a railway wreck cost and 


how much money does it put in circula- 
tion? 


Yesterday and today, as a. result of 


the Mentor, Ohio, wreck, two insurance 
companies disbursed to heirs of the dead 
.•?2(iU,000. Of this $100,000 was paid on 
life policies and §100,000 on accident pol- 
icies. 


So far ns local insurance circles know 


there remains yet to be paid by life com- 
panies for deaths in. this wreck .•JISO.OOO, 
so that the total sum of insurance money 
set free by the disaster is $-110,000—al- 
most half a million. 


How much the railway company affect- 


ed by the wreck must pay is something 
of a question, but the figures on the 
street today show that §95,000 will be 
paid for nineteen deaths without litiga- 
tion: injury claims arc estimated to.rcp- 
resent nt the present time, without liti- 
gation, $200.000; the loss of the engine 
stands for $25,000 and of tho library car 
for $10,000. To these figures is to be 
added for incidental losses not enumer- 
ated, such as delay of trains, traek re- 
pairs, investigation expenses, etc., $.25,- 
000. 


The total of this is .$355,000, which, 


added to v,hat the insurance companies 
havc'disbursed. or will before the ninety 
days' time for proof of death is up, 
makes the money disbursing power of a 
single and quite ordinary wreck $771.000, 
or three-quarters of a million dollars. 


The Harrisburg, Pa,, wreck on May 11 


cost one insurance company $8ti,000 lit 
the twinkling of an eye and is said by 
experts who investigated the losses Uiere 
to have stood for an actual money dis- 
bursement on the part of the insurance 
companies and the railway of a round 
million dollars.

Rockefeller's gift is that tho money is to 
be invested in income producing securi- 
ties and preserved inviolate as an endow- 
ment for the institution, the annual in- 
come only to be used for current ex- 
penses." 


He added that the $2.000.000 already 


subscribed was to bo considered merely 
the beginning of an endowment 
fund 


which must at least be doubled in the 
next year if Yale is to maintain her po- 
sition in the educational world.
